Tears together: This Pathetical, weeping 
Prophet, who was a ſufferer with his Coun- 
trey, tho' not to that Degree as many were, 
Bad a tender Senſe of what had befallen 
them; Notwithſtanding he was uſed as the 
W Inftrument to predict & threaten them with 
theſe Judgments, yet he lets them ſee ſuffi- 
ciently that he did not deſire the woful Day, | 
2nd no friend they had was more Sollicitous 
co keep off thoſe Evils from coming upon 
them or Lamented them more heartily when 

they actually happened. How particularly 
E affeftingly doth he Deſcribe their deſolate 
| Eftate in this Book ! Every Chapter and 
every Verſe almoſt Expreſſeth more & more 
of the ſadneſs of their Condition and tells, 
Either of ſome good thing or other they had 
# Loft, or ſome miſchief brought upon them by 
their Enemies, or the little power they had

New- London, where he was their Miniſter, for 
many Years, and greatly eſteem'd, for his 
excelling Service, in that Station. 


HE was early obſerv'd to have a great Ge- 
nius and Capacity in Publick Aﬀairs, and in 
his very Youth was choſen Agent, for the 
Colony of Connecticut by the General Aſſem- 
bly there, to appear for them, in the Court 
of England; And in Matters of Importance, 
was always conſulted by them, until at laſt, 
in the Year 1507, by the pte'bng inftances 
of the General Aſſembly of that Colony, 
after Mature Deliberation, & the judgment 
of divers of the moſt Grave and Learned of 
the Clergy ; He was prevail'd upon to take 
the Care and Government of them, more di- 
realy and fully into his own hands, ever ſince 
which, he has been Annually choſen Governour 
of that Colony, to the great Satisfaction of all 
Wiſe; Good and Impartial Men: and (un- 
els for a ſmall time, when thoſe of that 
Colony had ſome Publick Affairs, in which 
the People were divided, and wherein the 
Governour ſaw it neceſſary to de-'are him-

He had a great compaſs of Learning, was a 
profound Divine, a Great Judge iu the Law, 
and a conſummate State:man ; He made Ex. 
ce''ent obſervations in Natnral Philoſophy, 
and had a peculiar Genius and Skill in the 
Mathematics; Not to mention his lighter 
Studies in Philology, Hiſtory, Geography, &c. 
in each of which he excel d enough, to have 
made an other Man, very Famous: -His Per- 
ſon, Mien and Aſpett were equally attractive 
of Love, Eſteem and Admirationg The Su- 
periority and Penetration of his great Mind, 
ſ-em'd ro ſhew themſelves ty our very Senſes, 
in the natural Majeſty of hisEye, Look and 
Deportment, and yet a flowing Benevolence 
and Kindneſs ſeem'd equally viſible, in th 
complaiſaace & eaſigels of them, that it was 
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ſcarce poſſible for a Man that had the oppor- 
tunity of Converſing with him, to put on ill 
nature enough, not to Love and Admire: 
him, and eſpecially, if they ſaw him in the 
place of an Oratour, where the agreeableneſs 
and even Muſic of his Voice, the ſtrength and 
perſpicuity of his Reaſons, the Beauty and

HE was as great a Chriſtian, as he was a
